libel, and claimed twenty or twenty- 
live thousand 
dollars 
damages. 
The 


rase was tried about 
two weeks 
ago 


and an intelligent jury decided 
that 


the Chronicle had not libeled the lead- 
ing spirit, and tliat he 
was not dam- 


aged to the 
amount of a wooden nut- 


meg. 
A recount was 
had ol* the bal- 


lots cast at an election 
held at Sacra- 


mento city in 1873, at which the pro- 
ceedings were 
so informal and suspi- 


cious that the Union 
reflected 
some- 


what severely on the action of the re- 
counting committee. 
Bach 
Individ- 


ual member of the committee brought 
a libel suit against the Union, 
claim- 


ing ten 
thousand 
dollars 
damages 


each. 
The first of these 
suits occu- 


pied four days of last week in trial, 
and the jury, after beiug out half an 
hour, returned a verdict in favor of the 
Union for costs. 
The other four suits 


will be dismissed. 
The Union claims 


that 
the plaintiff in this suit was 


hacked 
by its 
ancient 
enemy, 
the 


Central Pacific Railroad, 
and that per 


consequence 
he was supported with all 


the legal talent and financial 
means 


necessary 
to make 
the 
most 
of his 


case.

NANA SAHIB. 


A Brief History oi the Indian Butcher 


Captured 
by the EugliHli. 


Nana Sahib, 
the title of Dhundoo 


Punt, a Hindoo Chieftain and a leader 
of the Sepoy mutiny in 1857, was born 
in 1824. 
He wus a son of the Brahmin 


of the Deccan, and when a little more 
than a year old was taken to Bittoor, 
where 
Bajee 
Bow, 
the 
peishwa 
or 


chief ot tlic Mahrattas, 
adopted 
him 


in 1827. 
On the death 
of the Bnjce, 


without heir of his body in 
1851, an 


estate in the neighborhood 
which had 


been bestowed 
upon 
him during the 


pleasure 
of the British was 
declared 


lapsed to the Fast India Company, 
as 


they had previously refused 
to recog- 


nize inheritance of land by adoption, 
and a pension of $460,000 a year grant- 
ed to him and his family was also 
stopped. 
Nana Sahib 
sent 
an agent 


to England 
to advocate 
his claims, 


but without success, 
and this supposed 


wrong he never forgave. 
He lived, 


however, in apparent 
friendship with 


the English, imitating their customs 
as far as he could, and was permitted 
to occupy the town of Bittoor, where 
he possessed 
great 
wealth 
and 
influ- 


ence. 
When'the 
Sepoy mutiny broke 


out in 1857, he 
was fully trusted 
by 


the English, who applied to him for a 
body of soldiers to guard Ihe treasury 
of Cawnpore, 
which 
he Immediately 


granted: 
but no sooner bad tiie insur- 


rection 
occurred 
at the 
latter place 


than he put himself al the head of the 
rebels 
and killed all the Europeans 


that fell into his hands, 
among whom 


were two large 
parties, 
principally 


women and children, who were trying 
io escape 
down the Ganges to Futteh- 


gurb, 
The English 
at Cawnpore, 
in 


the meantime, 
defended 
themselves 


until June 27th, when they surrender- 
ed, 
<>v the 
Nana 
promising 
to send 


them safe to Allahabad, 
They were 


permitted toembark, but immediately 
afterward 
fired upon and many killed, 


the rest being 
brought 
back 
to land. 


The men were put Ito death at once; 
the women anil children, after suffer- 
ing horrible outrages, 
were massacred 


July 
15th, the day 
hefoie 
Havelock 


arrived at Cawnpore, anil their bodies 
were thrown into a well. 
The Nana, 


retreated to Bittoor, where Havelock 
defeated him on the 17th, drivinghim 
out of the 
town and destroying his 


army. 
He soon got together another 


army, Wlch Which he followed Have- 
lock into ()ude,butafterward returned 
towards Cawnpore, with the intention 
of attacking General Neill, who was 
In garrison there with a small force. 
({(?occupying Bittoor, he was 
driven 


back in confusion 
by General 
Neill, 


August 
15th; 
on 
the 
next day by 


Havelock, 
who 
had 
returned 
from 


Oude and defeated his whole force in 
a sharp engagement. 
Owing to the 


exhaustion 
of 
the victors and their 


want of cavalry, 
the 
Nana 
escaped, 


and without coming directly in con- 
tact 
with 
the 
British, except once 


more at 
Cawnpore, 
where Sir Colin 


Campbell 
defeated 
him, December 


Btb, continued an active 
and harrass- 


ing warfare. 
On the occupation of 


Gwallor by the rebels 
in June, 
1858, 


he was chosen 
peishwa of Mahrattas, 


and his nephew, 
Low Sahib, was put 


in command 
of the city. 
His subse- 


quent career 
is difficult to be traced, 


for his energies were bent rather upon 


Meaning pwnult than fonduetlng 
of- 


fensive 
operations. 
Long after the 


other leaflet's 
hud been 
captured, 
he 


continued, 
with the 
Begum 
of (hide 


and about ten thousand 
rebels, to 
In- 


lest (he northern part ofCent ml rndia 
and the frontiers of Nepaul. 
A report 


that he hud died of fevers 
in Ihe lat- 


ter part of 1859 was generally discred- 
ited mid until now it has 
heen Uncer- 


tain whether he was alive or not. His 
arrest at this time will doubtten bo a 
pleasant.surprise 
to the British Gov- 


ernment, 
which will DO dnuht give 


hint the pulshment 
he deserves.
